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OUR  FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS, 

1894-1898. 


TRADE  OF  189S. 

The  fiscal  year  1898  was  a  remarkable  one  in  the  history  of  our 
foreign  trade.  While  our  exports  were  decidedly  the  largest  ever 
recorded,  our  imports  were  exceptionally  small.  For  every  dollar's 
worth  of  foreign  merchandise  brought  into  this  country  nearly  two 
dollars'  worth  of  our  own  commodities  found  a  market  in  other  lands. 
The  value  of  our  domestic  exports  reached  the  enormous  sum  of 
$1,210,291,913,  exceeding  the  record-breaking  figures  of  the  preceding 
year  by  $178,284,310. 

Our  1898  imports,  on  the  other  hand,  with  a  value  of  only  $616,049,654, 
exhibited  a  decline  of  $148,680,758  from  the  figures  of  the  year  before, 
and  were  the  smallest  since  1885. 

As  compared  with  our  imports,  our  domestic  exports  showed  an 
excess  of  $594,242,259,  or  more  than  twice  the  excess  for  1897,  which 
was  the  largest  previously  reported. 

AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS. 

Of  the  merchandise  of  domestic  origin  that  was  shipped  from  this 
country  to  foreign  markets  during  the  fiscal  year  1898,  70.93  percent, 
measured  in  value,  consisted  of  the  various  products  of  American 
agriculture.  Without  exception  these  were  the  largest  agricultural 
exports  ever  sent  from  the  United  States,  their  total  value  reaching 
as  high  as  $858,507,942.  The  next  highest  value  on  record,  that  for 
1892,  was  exceeded  in  1898  by  more  than  $50,000,000.  The  increase 
over  the  figures  reported  for  1897  amounted  to  $168,752,749,  making  a 
gain  of  nearly  25  per  cent. 

One  of  the  interesting  facts  as  regards  our  agricultural  exports  for 
1898  is  that  they  show  a  greater  gain  proportionately  than  our  non- 
agricultural  exports.  In  1898,  as  has  already  been  pointed  out,  prod- 
ucts of  agriculture  formed  70.93  per  cent  of  our  total  shipments  of 
domestic  merchandise,  whereas  in  1897  they  formed  only  60.84  per 
cent.  Our  export  trade  in  farm  produce  more  than  kept  pace  during 
1398  with  the  remarkable  growth  that  occurred  in  the  exportation  of 
American  manufactures. 
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AGRICULTURAL  IMPORTS. 

The  falling  off  in  our  agricultural  imports  during  the  fiscal  year 
1898  was  almost  as  marked  as  the  increase  in  our  agricultural  exports. 
Our  purchases  of  foreign  agricultural  products  in  1898  amounted  to 
only  $314,291,790,  as  compared  with  6400,871,408  in  1897,  a  decrease 
of  880,579,672,  or  about  22  per  cent.  The  value  of  the  American  farm 
produce  sent  abroad  during  189S  was  much  more  than  double  that  of 
our  agricultural  imports,  the  excess  of  the  former  over  the  latter 
amounting  to  $544,216,140.  In  1897  the  excess  on  the  side  of  the 
agricultural  exports  was  only  £288,883,725,  and  in  the  years  immedi- 
ately preceding  still  smaller. 

SUMMARY  STATEMENT  OF  IMPORTS  AND  ENPORTS. 

How  much  of  the  merchandise  imported  and  exported  by  the  United 
States  during  each  fiscal  year  from  1894  to  1898,  inclusive,  consisted 
of  agricultural  matter,  and  also  the  extent  to  which  in  each  of  these 
years  the  agricultural  exports  exceeded  the  agricultural  imports,  will 
be  seen  from  the  official 1  statistics  presented  in  the  following  sum- 
mary statement:

EXPORTS  SHOWING  AN  INCREASE. 

A  large  part  of  the  growth  that  occurred  in  our  agricultural  exports 
during  1898  was  due  to  the  increased  shipments  of  American  grain 
occasioned  by  foreign  deficiencies.  The  total  value  of  the  bread- 
stuffs  sent  abroad  advanced  from  $197,857,219  in  1897  to  $333,S97,119 
in  1898,  an  increase  of  8136,039,900.  In  wheat  and  wheat  flour  alone 
there  was  a  gain  of  nearly  $100,000,000. 

Although  these  enormous  gains  in  value  resulted  in  part  from  the 
higher  prices  that  prevailed  during  1898,  there  was  at  the  same  time 
an  important  increase  in  the  quantities  shipped. 

'The  statistics  of  importation  and  exportation  given  in  the  present  bulletin  are 
based  upon  the  official  returns  of  trade  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics, 
United  States  Treasury  Department. 


FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS,  1894-1898.  9 


WHEAT. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1898  we  shipped  to  foreign  markets  148,231,261 
bushels  of  wheat,  or  nearly  double  the  quantity  exported  in  1897,  which 
was  recorded  at  79,502,020  bushels.  With  an.  average  annual  export 
price  of  98.3  cents  per  bushel,  the  shipments  of  1898  reached  a  total 
value  of  $145,084,659,  a  gain  of  $85,764,481  over  the  year  preceding, 
when  the  average  price  was  only  75.3  cents  per  bushel  and  the  total 
value  $59,920,178.  The  shipments  of  1898,  as  regards  both  quantity 
and  value,  exceeded  all  previous  records  except  that  for  1892,  in  which 
year  our  wheat  exports  attained  the  enormous  total  of  157,280,351 
bushels,  with  a  value  of  $101,399,132. 

WHEAT  FLOUR. 

Although  our  exports  of  wheat  flour  did  not  increase  very  much  in 
quantity  during  1898,  the  gain  in  value  as  a  result  of  the  higher 
prices  was  quite  an  important  one,  amounting  to  $13,349,371.  During 
1898  the  export  price  averaged  as  high  as  $4.51  per  barrel,  making 
the  total  value  of  the  shipments  $09,203,718,  as  Compared  with 
$55,914,347  for  1897,  when  the  average  price  per  barrel  was  only  $3.84. 
In  the  quantity  shipped  there  was  an  increase  from  14,5G9,545  barrels 
to  15,349,943  barrels  during  the  two  years  mentioned,  a  gain  of  780,398 
barrels. 

The  wheat  flour  exported  in  1897  was  equivalent  to  05,502,952  bush- 
els of  wheat,  and  that  in  1898  to  69,074,744  bushels.  Stated  in  grain, 
the  combined  shipments  of  wheat  and  wheat  flour  would  therefore 
amount  to  145,124,972  bushels  for  the  former  year  and  to  217,306,005 
bushels  for  the  latter.  The  total  value  of  the  exported  wheat  and 
wheat  flour  reached  as  high  as  $214,948,377  in  1898,  while  in  1897  it 
was  only  $115,834,525. 

INDIAN  CORN. 

Next  to  wheat,  the  agricultural  export  showing  the  largest  increase 
during  1898  was  Indian  corn.  Our  shipments  of  this  leading  Amer- 
ican cereal  have  grown  with  remarkable  rapidity  in  the  last  few  years. 
During  1897  our  exports  reached  as  high  as  176,916,305  bushels,  exceed- 
ing all  prior  records,  but  in  1898  they  made  a  further  gain  of  31,828,574 
bushels,  the  shipments  for  the  latter  year  aggregating  208,744,939 
bushels.  The  advance  over  1897  in  the  export  price  of  corn,  while 
not  so  marked  as  in  the  case  of  wheat,  was  nevertheless  an  important 
one.  The  annual  average  for  1898  was  35.5  cents  per  bushel,  as  com- 
pared with  30.6  cents  per  bushel  for  the  year  preceding.  In  the  total 
value  of  the  exports  there  was  a  gain  of  $20,109,698,  the  record  for 
1897  being  $54,087,152,  and  that  for  1898  $74,196,850. 

CORN  MEAL. 

Accompanying  the  growing  shipments  of  corn  in  the  grain  there 
has  been  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  exportation  of  corn  meal.  The 
amount  of  tin's  article  sent  to  foreign  markets  in  1898  was  827,651 
barrels,  a  gain  of  352,388  barrels  over  the  exports  of  1897,  which  were 
recorded  at  475,203  barrels.    In  the  export  price  per  barrel  there  was 
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an  increase  from  81.90  in  1897  to  $2.13  in  1898,  and  in  the  total  value 
of  the  exports,  from  $902,061  for  the  former  year  to  81,760,008  for  the 
latter. 

Our  shipments  of  corn  meal  were  equivalent  in  1897  to  1,901,052 
bushels  of  corn  and  in  1898  to  3,310,004  bushels.  They  formed  a 
very  small  part,  therefore,  of  our  total  exports  of  this  grain.  The 
combined  shipments  of  corn  and  corn  meal  amounted  to  178,817,417 
bushels  of  grain  in  1897  and  to  212,055,543  bushels  in  1898. 

OATS. 

In  our  exportation  of  oats  there  was  a  gain  during  1898  of  34,033,552 
bushels,  the  shipments  for  that  }7ear  reaching  as  high  as  69,130. 288 
bushels,  or  nearly  double  the  quantity  marketed  abroad  the  year 
before,  when  only  35,096,736  bushels  were  shipped.  During  the  two 
years  under  consideration  the  total  value  of  the  exports  increased  from 
$8,756,207  to  $20,632,914;  making  a  gain  of  $11,870,707.  This  impor- 
tant gain  in  value  was  due  in  some  measure  to  an  advance  from  24.9 
cents  to  29.8  cents  per  bushel  in  the  average  annual  export  price. 

RYE. 

Our  exports  of  rye  were  also  increased  to  a  large  extent  in  1898. 
The  quantity  consigned  to  foreign  markets  in  that  year  was  15,541,575 
bushels  as  against  only  8,560,271  bushels  in  1897.  As  regards  the 
value  of  the  shipments,  there  was  an  increase  from  83,007,505  to 
$8,825,769.  The  gain  in  quantity  for  1898  amounted  to  0,981,304 
bushels,  and  that  in  value  to  85,158,264.  In  the  average  yearly  export 
price  per  bushel  there  was  an  advance  from  42.8  cents  to  50.8  cents. 

BACON. 

After  the  leading  breadstuffs,  the  most  important  gains  made  during 
1898  occurred  among  the  exports  of  meat  products.  Bacon  was  a  con- 
spicuous example,  the  shipments  of  this  product  increasing  from 
500,399,448  pounds,  valued  at  834,187,147,  in  1897  to  650,108,933 
pounds,  valued  at  846,380,918,  in  1898.  The  gain  in  quantity  amounted 
to  149,709,485  pounds,  and  that  in  value  to  812,193,771.  The  export 
price  of  bacon  averaged  7.1  cents  for  189S  as  against  6.8  cents  for  the 
year  preceding. 

LARD. 

In  the  exportation  of  lard  1898  witnessed  an  increase  nearly  as 
marked  as  in  that  of  bacon.  The  amount  of  American  lard  sent 
abroad  was  larger  by  141,028,405  pounds  than  in  1897,  and  its  total 
value  810,584,187  greater.  The  export  record  for  1897  was  568,315,040 
pounds,  worth  829,120,485,  and  that  for  1898,  709,344,045  pounds, 
worth  839,710,672.  In  the  average  yearly  export  price  per  pound 
there  was  an  advance  from  5.1  cents  to  5.6  cents. 

HAMS. 

American  hams  were  marketed  abroad  in  greatly  increased  quanti- 
ties during  1898.  The  shipments  for  the  year  mentioned  amounted  to 
200,185,801  pounds,  worth  818,987,525,  as  compared  with  165,247,302 
pounds,  worth  815,970,021^  for  the  preceding  year.    These  figures  show 
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a  gain  of  34,938,559  pounds  in  quantity  and  one  of  $3,017,504  in  value. 
The  average  annual  export  price  did  not  average  as  high  in  1898  as  in 
the  year  before,  declining  from  9.7  cents  to  9.5  cents  per  pound. 

PICKLED  .PORK. 

Another  meat  product  that  exhibited  a  considerable  increase  for  1898 
was  pickled  pork.  Of  this  product  we  exported  88,133,078  pounds  in 
1898  as  against  only  66,708,920  pounds  in  1897.  During  the  two  years 
named  the  average  export  price  per  pound  increased  from  4.9  cents 
to  5.6  cents,  and  the  total  value  of  the  shipments  from  $3,297,214  to 
$4,906,961.  The  gain  in  value  recorded  for  1898  was  $1,609,747  and 
that  in  "quantity  21,364,158  pounds. 

COTTON-SEED  OIL. 

Of  cotton-seed  oil  we  shipped  to  foreign  countries  during  1898 
40,230,784  gallons,  or  13,031,902  gallons  more  than  in  1897,  when  there 
was  an  export  record  of  27,198,882  gallons.  Meanwhile  the  total 
value  of  the  shipments  rose  from  $6,897,361  to  $10,137,619,  a  gain  of 
$3,240,258.  In  the  export  price,  however,  there  was  a  slight  decline, 
the  annual  average  for  1898  amounting  to  only  25.2  cents  per  gallon, 
while  that  for  1897  was  25.4  cents  per  gallon. 

OIL  CAKE  AND  OIL-CAKE  MEAL. 

Our  exports  of  oil  cake  and  oil-cake  meal  during  1898  reached  as 
high  as  1,358,136,702  pounds,  or  301,643,616  pounds  in  excess  of  the 
1897  record,  which  was  1,056,493,086  pounds.  In  total  value  there  was 
an  increase  of  $2,990,776.  The  shipments  reported  for  1897  were 
worth  $9,611,044,  and  those  for  1898  $12,601,820.  The  export  prico 
showed  little  change  during  the  two  years. 

CATTLE. 

The  number  of  cattle  sent  abroad  in  1898  was  439,255,  having  a  total 
value  of  $37,827,500.  As  the  shipments  in  1897  amounted  to  only 
392,190  head,  worth  $36,357,451,  there  was  a  gain  of  47,065  in  number 
and  $1,470,049  in  value.  The  average  annual  export  price  declined 
from  $92.70  to  $86.12  per  head. 

HORSES. 

In  the  number  of  horses  exported  there  was  an  increase  during  1898 
of  11,618,  the  record  for  that  year  being  51,150,  as  compared  with 
39,532  for  1897.  The  total  value  of  the  horses  shipped  advanced  from 
$4,769,265  in  the  earlier  year  to  $6,176,569  in  the  later,  showing  a  gain 
of  $1,407,304.  The  export  price  per  head  averaged  $120.04  during  1897 
and  $120.75  during  1898. 

OTHER  ARTICLES. 

Other  agricultural  exports  that  during  1898  exhibited  a  gain  in 
value  of  more  than  $1,000,000  were  hops,  fruits,  and  oleo  oil. 

Of  hope,  17,161,669  pounds,  worth  $2,642,779,  were  exported  iz  1898, 
as  against  only  11,426,241  pounds,  worth  $1,304,183,  the  year  before. 
The  increase  over  1897  amounted  to  5,735,428  pounds  in  quantity  and 
$1,338,590  in  value. 
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The  American  fruits  marketed  abroad  during  1898  were  valued  as 
high  as  $8,851,878.  This  sum  was  81,238,378  in  excess  of  the  value 
for  1897,  recorded  at  87,013,500. 

Our  exports  of  oleo  oil  increased  from  113,500,152  pounds,  valued 
at  80,742,001,  for  1897,  to  132,579,277  pounds,  valued  at  87,904,413, 
for  1898.  In  quantity  there  was  a  gain  of  19,073,125  pounds,  and  in 
value  one  of  81,102,352. 

In  several  cases  among  our  agricultural  exports  of  1898  there  were 
gains  in  quantity  accompanied  "by  a  falling  off  in  value.  A  notable 
example  of  this  was  furnished  by  cotton,  the  most  important  item  in 
our  agricultural  export  trade.  Our  shipments  of  cotton  increased 
from  3,103,754,949  pounds  in  1897  to  3,850,204,295  pounds  in  1898,  a 
gain  of  740,509,340  pounds,  but  the  total  value  of  these  shipments, 
owing  to  a  drop  of  1.4  cents  in  the  average  export  price,  declined  from 
6230,890,971  in  the  former  year  to  8230,442,215  in  the  latter,  a  loss  of 
8448,750.  During  1898  the  export  price  averaged  only  0.0  cents  per 
pound,  as  compared  with  7.4  cents  per  pound  during  1897. 

Cheese  was  another  export  that  showed  for  1898  an  increased  quan- 
tity and  a  diminished  value.  Our  shipments  of  this  article  during 
the  year  mentioned  were  recorded  at  53,107,230  pounds,  worth  $4,559,- 
324,  as  against  50,944,017  pounds,  worth  84,030,003,  for  1897.  In 
quantity  there  was  a  gain  of  2,222,003  pounds,  and  in  value  a  loss  of 
$70,739.  The  average  export  price  per  pound  fell  from  9.1  cents 
during  1S97  to  8.0  cents  during  1898. 

There  were  several  instances,  on  the  other  hand,  where  an  increase 
in  the  total  value  occurred  in  conjunction  with  a  falling  off  as  regards 
the  quantity  shipped.  Our  exports  of  fresh  beef  were  a  case  in  point, 
the  shipments  of  this  product  declining  from  290,395,930  pounds  in 

1897  to  274,708,074  pounds  in  1898,  while  their  total  value  rose  during 
the  same  years  from  $22,053,742  to  822,900,550.  These  figures  exhibit 
a  loss  of  15,027,850  pounds  in  quantity,  but  a  gain  of  8312,814  in 
value.  A  comparison  of  the  average  export  prices  for  the  two  years 
shows  an  advance  from  7.8  cents  per  pound  in  1897  to  S.4  cents  per 
pound  in  189S. 

EXPORTS  SHOWING  A  DECREASE. 

While  the  general  increase  in  our  agricultural  export  trade  during 

1898  was  large,  there  were  nevertheless  a  few  important  items  that 
exhibited  a  considerable  falling  off  in  both  quantity  and  value.  Chief 
among  these  should  be  mentioned  leaf  tobacco,  barley,  canned  beef, 
salted  or  pickled  beef,  hides  and  skins,  and  butter. 

LEAF  TOBACCO. 

Our  shipments  of  leaf  tobacco,  which  were  recorded  at  305,978,292 
pounds,  worth  824,513,567,  for  1897,  fell  in  1898  to  252,258,90;}  pounds, 
worth  ^21,924,337.  This  was  a  decline  of  53,719,390  pounds  in  quan- 
tity and  82,589,230  in  value.  The  average  annual  export  price  rose 
during  the  two  years  from  8.0  cents  to  8.7  cents  per  pound. 
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BARLEY. 

Owing-  to  the  marked  increase  during  1808  in  our  exports  of  other 
leading  cereals,  the  decline  in  our  barley  shipments  was  particularly 
noticeable.  In  1897  we  sent  abroad  of  this  grain  '20,030,301  bushels, 
valued  at  $7,646,384,  and  in  1898  only  11,237,077  bushels,  valued  at 
$5,542,040.  According  to  these  figures,  the  quantity  fell  off  8,793,224 
bushels  and  the  value  $2,104,344.  In  the  average  yearly  export  price 
there  was  an  advance  from  38.2  cents  to  49.3  cents  per  bushel. 

CANNED  BEEF. 

Our  exports  of  canned  beef  declined  from  54,019,772  pounds,  worth 
$1,656,308,  in  1897  to  37,109,570  pounds,  worth  $3,279,657,  in  1898. 
4  lie  re  wa  s  a  loss  of  16,910,202  pounds  in  quantity  and  one  of  $1,376,651 
in  value.  As  regards  the  export  price,  there  was  a  slight  rise  during 
1898,  the  average  for  that  year  being  8.8  cents  a  pound  as  compared 
with  8.6  cents  a  pound  during  1897. 

SALTED  OR  PICKLED  BEEF. 

In  our  exportation  of  salted  or  pickled  beef  there  was  a  loss  of 
23,398,461  pounds  in  quantity  and  $1,145,659  in  value,  the  shipments 
for  1898  amounting  to  only  44,314,479  pounds,  worth  $2,368,467,  as 
against  67,712,940  pounds,  worth  $3,514,126,  for  1897.  The  export 
price  per  pound  averaged  5.2  cents  in  1897  and  5.3  cents  in  1898. 

HIDES  AND  SKINS. 

During  1898  only  11,536,073  pounds  of  hides  and  skins  were  shipped 
from  the  United  States,  while  in  1897  our  exports  amounted  to  31,119,166 
pounds.  The  falling  off  in  quantity  reached  as  high  as  19,583,093 
pounds.  In  the  value  of  the  shipments  there  was  a  drop  from  $2,388,530 
for  1897  to  $1,015,032  for  1898,  making  a  loss  of  $1,373,498.  The  aver- 
age export  price  rose  from  7.7  cents  a  pound  in  the  former  year  to  8.8 
cents  a  pound  in  the  latter. 

BUTTER. 

In  the  case  of  our  butter  exports,  the  exceptional  growth  that  was 
noted  for  1897  did  not  continue  during  1898.  The  quantity  sent  to 
foreign  markets  in  the  former  year  reached  as  high  as  31,345,224 
pounds,  whereas  our  shipments  for  1898  were  only  25,690,025  pounds, 
a  falling  off  of  5,655,199  pounds.  Meanwhile  the  total  value  of  the 
exports  showed  a  loss  of  $628, 599,declining  from  $4,493, 364  to  $3, 864,  765. 
In  the  average  export  price  there  was  an  advance  during  the  two  years 
from  14.3  cents  to  15.0  cents  a  pound. 

OTHER  ARTICLES. 

Among  the  other  agricultural  exports  of  importance  that  suffered  a 
decline  during  1898  were  sheep,  starch,  and  beans  and  peas. 

The  number  of  sheep  sent  abroad  in  the  year  mentioned  was  only 
199,690,  or  44,430  less  than  the  record  for  1897,  which  was  244,120. 
The  total  value  of  the  exports  fell  during  the  two  years  from  $1,531,645 
to  $1,213,886,  making  a  loss  of  $317,759. 

In  1897  our  exports  of  starch  amounted  to  79,088,876  pounds,  worth 
$1,665,926,  but  in  1898  they  declined  to  72,806,313  pounds,  worth 
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$1,371,549.  There  was  a  falling  off  of  G, 282,563  pounds  in  quantity 
and  8294.377  in  value. 

Of  beans  and  peas  we  exported  in  1897  900,219  bushels,  valued  at 
$1,110,387,  and  in  1898  854,281  bushels,  valued  at  $1,094,091.  The 
amount  of  the  shipments  decreased  45,935  bushels,  and  their  value 
$16,293. 

TABLE  OF  LEADING  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS. 

In  the  table  presented  below  are  enumerated  in  the  order  of  their 
importance  such  of  our  agricultural  exports  for  the  fiscal  year  1898  as 
had  a  valuation  exceeding  $1,000,000,  together  with  statistics  showing 
the  quantity  and  value  of  each  of  these  articles  exported  in  that  year 
and  in  the  year  preceding,  and  also  the  amount  of  increase  or  decrease. 
The  articles  enumerated  in  the  table  constituted  in  value  more  than 
95  per  cent  of  the  total  exports  of  domestic  agricultural  products 
during  1898.    The  table  is  as  follows:

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IMPORTS  SHOWING  AN  INCREASE. 

Our  leading  agricultural  imports  during  1898,  named  in  the  order 
of  their  value,  were  coffee,  sugar,  hides  and  skins,  silk',  vegetable 
fibers,  wool,  fruits,  tea,  leaf  tobacco,  and  wines.  Of  these  items,  Hie 
only  ones  to  show  an  increase  over  1897  were  coffee,  hides  and  skins, 
silk,  and  vegetable  fibers. 

COFFEE. 

In  the  case  of  coffee  there  was  an  increase  in  quantity  only,  the 
value  of  the  imports  showing  a  rather  marked  falling  off.  The  import 
record  for  1898  was  870,514,455  pounds,  worth  $65,007,631,  as  compared 
with  737,645,670  pounds,  worth  $81,544,384,  for  1897.  Thus  there  was 
a  gain  of  132,868,785  pounds  in  the  amount  of  coffee  imported,  but  a 
decline  of  $13,476,753  in  its  value.  The  average  import  price  per 
pound  fell  from  11.1  cents  in  1897  to  7.5  cents  in  1898. 

HIDES  AND  SKIN'S, 

Our  imports  of  hides  and  skins  during  1898  showed  a  considerable 
increase  in  both  quantity  and  value.  The  record  for  the  year  men- 
tioned was  245,774,616  pounds,  worth  $37,068,932,  and  that  for  the 
year  before,  206,100,844  pounds,  worth  $27,863,026.  The  gain  in  quan- 
tity amounted  to  39,673,772  pounds,  and  that  in  value  to  $9,205,000. 
In  the  average  yearly  import  price  there  was  an  advance  from  13.5 
cents  to  15.1  cents  a  pound. 

SILK. 

The  amount  of  silk  imported  into  the  United  States  rose  from 
7,993,444  pounds  in  1897  to  12,087,951  pounds  in  1898,  and  its  total 
value  from  $18,918,283  to  $32,110,066.  These  figures  show  a  gain  in 
quantity  of  4,094,507  pounds,  and  in  value  one  of  $13,191,783.  The 
import  price  of  silk  averaged  $2.37  a  pound  for  1897  and  $2.60  a  pound 
for  1898. 

VEGETABLE  FIBERS. 

Of  vegetable  fibers,  we  imported  $18,220,G80  worth  in  1897  and 
$18,465,689  worth  in  1898.  The  total  quantity  of  the  imports  was  not 
stated,  but  the  increase  in  their  value  amounted  to  $245,009. 

OTHER  ARTICLES. 

Aside  from  the  items  already  mentioned,  there  were  few  agricul- 
tural imports  of  importance  that  did  not  show  a  falling  off  in.  1898. 
Several  of  the  leading  articles,  as,  for  instance,  cocoa,  rice,  indigo, 
cattle,  and  sheep,  representing  cases  where  there  was  a  marked 
advance  in  price,  exhibited  a  decline  in  quantity,  accompanied  by  a 
gain  in  value. 

The  quantity  of  cocoa  imported  fell  from  32,902,071  pounds  in  1897 
to  26,533,228  pounds  in  1898,  but  the  total  value  of  the  imports

advanced  in  the  meantime  from  $3,441,470  to  13,782,877.  Oar  imports 
of  rice,  including  rice  meal,  declined  during  the  two  years  from 
197,816,134  pounds  to  190,285,315  pounds,  while  their  value  rose  from 
$3,517,160  to  $3,740,833.  In  the  quantity  of  indigo  imported  there 
was  a  decline  from  3,522,016  pounds  to  3,097,340  pounds,  and  in  the 
value  an  increase  from  $1,696,641  to  $1,815,411.  Of  cattle  we  imported 
only  291,589  head  in  1S98  as  against  32S,977  head  in  1897,  but  the 
value  showed  a  gain  from  $2,589,857  to  $2,913,223.  During  the  same 
period  our  imports  of  sheep  fell  from  405,033  head  to  392,314  head, 
whereas  their  value  increased  from  $1,019,668  to  $1,106,322. 

Bristles  formed  about  the  only  item  of  any  considerable  importance 
not  already  named  that  was  imported  in  increased  quantities.  The 
imports  of  this  article  during  1898  amounted  to  1,535,090  pounds, 
worth  $1,249,119,  as  compared  with  1,347,900  pounds,  worth  81,217,179 
during  1897,  a  gain  of  187,190  pounds  in  quantity  and  $31,940  in 
value. 

In  several  instances  where  no  quantities  were  stated  there  was  an 
increased  value.  This  was  the  case  with  the  imports  of  feathers,  nuts, 
hair,  and  breadstuffs. 

Of  feathers  and  downs  we  imported  in  189S  02,238,055  worth  as 
against  only  $2,232,908  worth  in  1897.  During  the  same  period  our 
imports  of  nuts  increased  in  value  from  $2,200,161  to  $2,237,938, 
our  imports  of  unmanufactured  hair  from  $1,330,632  to  $1,839,008, 
and  our  imports  of  breadstuffs  from  $2,774,763  to  $3,152,067. 

IMPORTS  SHOWING  A  DECREASE. 

Sugar  and  wool  furnish  the  most  conspicuous  examples  of  decrease 
among  our  agricultural  imports  for  1898.  The  falling  off  in  the  com- 
bined value  of  these  two  articles  amounted  to  about  $75,000,000. 

SUGAR. 

Our  imports  of  sugar  during  1898  were  the  smallest  in  twelve  years, 
amounting  to  only  2,689,920,851  pounds.  Compared  with  tin*  record- 
breaking  returns  for  1897,  when  our  imports  reached  as  high  as 
.4,918,905,733  pounds,  these  figures  show  a  falling  off  of  2,228,984,882 
pounds.  In  the  total  value  of  the  imports  there  was  a  decline  during 
the  two  years  named  from  $99,066,181  to  $00,472,749,  makinga  decrease 
of  $38,593,432.  The  average  import  price  per  pound  was  2.0  cents  for 
1897  and  2.2  cents  for  1898. 

WOOL. 

The  imports  of  wool  into  the  United  States  during  1897,  like  thoso 
of  sugar,  were  the  largest  in  our  history.  The  receipts  for  that  year 
amounted  to  350,852,026  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $53,243,191.  In  1898 
they  dropped  to  192,795,202  pounds,  valued  at  $16,783,092.  .Thus 
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there  was  a  falling  off  in  quantity  of  218,056,824  pounds,  and  in  valuo 
one  of  $36,459,499.  The  average  annual  import  price  declined  during 
the  two  j^ears  from  15.2  cents  to  12.6  cents  a  pound. 

TEA. 

After  sugar  and  wool,  the  item  showing  the  largest  decrease  in  1898 
was  tea.  Our  imports  of  this  product  during  the  year  mentioned 
amounted  to  only  71,957,715  pounds,  worth  $10,054,283,  as  against 
113,347,175  pounds,  worth  $14,835,862,  during  the  year  before. 
According  to  these  figures,  the  quantity  declined  41,389,460  pounds, 
and  the  value  $4,781,579.  In  the  average  import  price  per  pound 
there  was  an  advance  from  13.1  cents  for  1897  to  14.0  cents  for  1898. 

LEAF  TOBACCO. 

Our  imports  of  leaf  tobacco  fell  from  13,805,227  pounds,  valued  at 
$9,584,155,  in  1897  to  10,477,108  pounds,  valued  at  $7,488,608,  in  1898. 
The  decrease  in  quantity  amounted  to  3,328,119  pounds,  and  that  in 
value  to  $2,095,547.  A  comparison  of  the  average  import  prices  for 
the  two  years  shows  an  increase  from  69.4  cents  to  71.5  cents  a  pound. 

FRUITS. 

The  total  quantity  of  fruits  imported  into  the  United  States  is  not 
stated  in  our  trade  returns,  but  the  recorded  values  of  this  item  for 
1897  and  1898  exhibit  a  falling  off  of  $2,597,759.  The  import  valua- 
tion declined  from  $14,926,771  for  the  former  year  to  $12,329,012  for 
the  latter. 

WINES. 

Our  imports  of  wines  decreased  in  value  from  $6,862,465  for  1897  to 
$5,969,180  for  1898.  This  was  a  falling  off  of  $893,285.  The  total 
quantity  imported  was  not  stated. 

VEGETABLE  OILS. 

During  1898  we  imported  only  $4,869,091  worth  of  vegetable  oils,  as 
against  $5,372,684  worth  during  1897,  a  decrease  of  $503,593.  As  in 
the  case  of  wines,  the  total  quantity  of  the  imports  was  not  given. 

SPICES. 

Spices  were  imported  to  the  extent  of  40,144,713  pounds,  worth 
$2,576,716  in  1897,  but  in  1898  the  receipts  declined  to  31,737,525 
pounds,  worth  $2,404,629.  There  was  a  decrease  of  8,407,188  pounds 
in  quantity  and  $172,087  in  value. 

DISTILLED  SPIRITS. 

The  quantity  of  distilled  spirits  imported  fell  from  3,021,465  proof 
gallons  during  1897  to  1,763,318  proof  gallons  during  1898,  a  declino 
18499— No.  15  2 
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of  1,258,147  proof  gallons.  Meanwhile  the  value  of  the  imports  suf- 
fered a  decrease  of  $1,715,320,  falling  from  $3,850,114  in  the  former 
year  to  $2,134,794  in  the  latter. 

OTHER  ARTICLES. 

Other  items  of  importance  among  the  agricultural  imports  that 
showed  a  decline  during  189S  were  vegetables,  argols,  cheese,  seeds, 
and  malt  liquors. 

Our  imports  of  vegetables  amounted  to  82,034,000  worth  in  1898  as 
compared  with  $2,610,854  worth  in  1897,  a  decline  of  6570,251.  The 
total  quantity  imported  was  not  recorded. 

Of  argols,  or  wine  lees,  we  imported  23,457,576  pounds,  worth 
81,907,042,  during  1897,  and  only  19,202,629  pounds,  worth  81,591,027, 
during  1898.  In  quantity  there  was  a  decrease  of  4,254,947  pounds 
and  in  value  one  of  8376,015. 

The  amount  of  cheese  imported  fell  from  12,319,122  pounds  in  1897 
to  10,012,188  pounds  in  1898,  a  decline  of  2,300,934  pounds.  At  the 
same  time  the  value  showed  a  falling  off  of  6325,023,  dropping  from 
$1,668,7%  in  the  former  year  to  81,343,173  in  the  latter. 

Foreign  seeds  were  purchased  to  the  value  of  only  81,231,766  dur- 
ing 1898,  whereas  in  1897  our  imports  were  worth  81,423,920.  This 
was  a  decrease  of  6192,100.  As  regards  the  total  quantity  imported 
there  were  no  figures. 

Oar  imports  of  malt  liquors  declined  from  2,904,044  gallons,  worth 
$1,560,293,  in  1897  to  2,510,737  gallons,  worth  81,201,530,  in  1898.  The 
quantity  fell  off  453,907  gallons  and  the  value  8358,763.

A  detailed  statement  of  our  agricultural  imports1  and  exports  during 
each  fiscal  year  from  180T  to  1898,  inclusive,  embracing  all  such  com- 
modities as  may  reasonably  be  classed  in  the  agricultural  category,  is 
presented  in  the  following  tables: 

1  In  comparing  the  yearly  import  returns  for  1894-1898,  tariff  changes  should  be 
taken  into  account.  The  tariff  law  of  1890  was  in  force  until  August  27,  1891.  At 
that  date  the  tariff  of  1894  became  law,  remaining  in  effect  until  July  24,  1S97, 
when  it  was  superseded  by  the  present  tariff.

ADVANCE  IN  PRICES  DURING  1898. 

From  a  comparison  of  the  average  annual  quotations  for  1897  and 
1898,  as  presented  in  the  foregoing  tables,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  marked 
advance  occurred  during  the  latter  year  in  the  prices  of  many  of  our 
agricultural  imports  and  exports.  As  regards  the  imported  products, 
there  were  110  items  for  which  a  comparison  could  be  made  with  1897, 
and  of  these  items  71  exhibited  an  increase  in  1898.  Of  the  exported 
items,  87  permitted  a  similar  comparison,  and  among  these  there  were 
54  showing  a  gain. 
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
